The Ceramics and Art I students at Old Rochester 
Regional High School want to remind you that, if your 
cupboards are full, you are indeed blessed; but, if your 
cupboards are empty, you are not forgotten. 

It took months for the Ceramics and Art I 
students in ORRHS art teachers Joanne Mogilnicki and 
Kate Butler's classes to create the dozens of one-of-a- 
kind, hand-painted ceramic bowls displayed in stretching 
rows across the long tables in the cafeteria the evening 
of November 29.

The students rather enjoyed the project, Butler 
said, and participating students each made at least two 
bowls so they could keep one for themselves, as a gift for 
themselves, but also as a reminder of the importance of 
the small act of creating a bowl to address an even greater 
act of feeding someone whose bowl is empty. 

"It's really great to see that the kids could 
create something that could help the community, and it 
doesn't have to be big; it can be something small," said 
Butler. "And I think the kids are amazed when they 
can make something that they can actually use and feel 
accomplished and happy because they themselves made 
it." 

Each ceramic bowl had its own unique individual 
charm. The many bowls of all sizes and colors and 
designs made it difficult for some to choose which one to 
take, but the sumptuous smell of soups simmering across 
the way undoubtedly elicited a slight sense of urgency to 
the selection process as the empty bellies of the hungry 
grumbled, eager to become one of the bellies feeling full 
and, hopefully, ever mindful of what a gift it is when your 
bowl indeed runneth over. 

The U.S. Auxiliary Coast Guard: 

A Short Overview

The U.S. Auxiliary Coast Guard was founded 
by two acts of congress, first ini939 to replace the 
Coast Guard Reserve, and then in 1941 to establish 
the organization to promote and protect recreational 
boating safety in all coastal regions of the 50 states and its 
territories. 

As a national organization, it is divided into 
regional districts which are then designated to be set up 
by townships 
and identified 
as flotillas. 

The motto 
of a flotilla 
is "Semper 
Paratus" - 
always ready 
- in peace or 
wartime. 

At the 
start of World 
War II, 50,000 

members with their vessels joined the war effort under 
the National Terrorist Advisory System. Perhaps they had 
been motivated by the precedent of England's military 
implementation of small craft evacuation at Dunkirk. 
Thousands of allied troops surrounded by German forces 
were rescued and ferried across the English Channel to 
safety in Britain. Not unlike the Minutemen of Concord 
and Lexington, the miraculous nautical activation of small 
civilian craft in a voluntary flotilla may have set a military 
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precedent that could well be implemented today in an 
emergency. 

The Marion Flotilla here was among the first 
in the district national system to be formed and is 
designated as No. 1 in the Southern New England region. 
Five years ago, it secured space for its activities at 13 
Atlantis Drive near Route 6. Space was available there to 
teach water safety and promote Southcoast events. One 
event is the popular annual and landmark gathering for 
the Buzzards Bay Swim. 

They have also adopted the Ned Point 
Lighthouse to be open for guided tours, and also 
decorated and operated for holidays, as in my illustration. 
Local lighthouses today stand as landmark sentinels of 
south shore protection history. The south shore from 
Dartmouth, New Bedford, Fairhaven, Mattapoisett, 
Marion, and Wareham is a heritage of their operation. 

The adoption of Ned's Point light by the 
Auxiliary sets a fine local precedent to augment existing 
and historic recognition and appreciation. 

Marion's main function, like other flotillas, is 
to provide services, including launching an annual safe 
boating week. This recognition is augmented by available 
boat owner safety check off lists and voluntary dockside 
safety inspections. Also, inspections by boat owners can 
be scheduled by appointment. 

With an eye for the future, there is a growing 
program for youth instruction with qualified teenage

higher learning opportunities and with college credits for 
achievement. There is also a healthy emphasis on physical 
fitness, conducive to effective image of appearance. 

With the last few years of expanded paddleboats 
and kite boarding along the coast, effective safety flotation 
devices have graduated and improved from the past 
life jacket standards. Many accidents today seem have 
resulted from misfits of misuses of flotation precaution 
equipment. And most drownings today are consequently 
closer to the shore rather than far at sea. 

The Auxiliary operates on the premise that just 
one disregard for a proven safety rule or regulation 
can quickly lead to a life threatening or fatal accident.

but still have some decisions to make when it comes to 
qualifications for a Department of Public Works director, 
and job description for a new town administrator that 
may or may not require a bylaw change. 

An October report issued by the UMASS 
Dartmouth Edward J. Collins, Jr. Center for Public 
Management on the organizational structure of the DPW 
indicated several areas where the Town could improve 
on efficiency and cohesiveness in several key areas of the 
DPW. 

This study, funded by a grant, was initiated after 
the DPW superintendent of 33 years officially retired in 
December 2017. Former selectman Jonathan Henry was 
hired as the interim DPW superintendent, a temporary 
position of six months that now stretches closer to a full 
year. 

The selectmen had five broad findings to consider 
before advertising to fill the superintendent position, 
which the Collins Center recommended restructuring as 
a DPW director while recommending that the Facilities 
Department be combined with grounds keeping and 
reintegrated back into the DPW, and the elected position 
of tree warden be eliminated and absorbed into the DPW. 

"[T]he responsibilities, functions, services, and 
budgets related to public works are highly decentralized," 
the report reads, "[and] take steps to develop and 
improve communications among boards, committees, and 
departments connected to public works." 

The report further states, "The Town has no 
charter, few recent special acts affecting its organizational 
structure, and bylaws that are well-organized but light 
on structure-related detail. To address this, the project 
team proposes creating a study committee and codifying 
the public works-related boards and committees to 
clarify their responsiblities [sic] and missions (and then 
dissolving any redundant boards and committees)." 

"The whole staff at the DPW has sort of been 
wondering how this is going to play out," said Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson. The Collins Center report 
took several months longer than anticipated to be 
released, and employees have worked under an interim 
superintendent "with no certainty."

And while the selectmen aim to post the position 
as soon as possible, Dawson will be working with the 
Collins Center to draft a concise job description. 

"I don't know how long Mr. Henry is going to 
sit there smiling at us," said Selectmen Chairman Norm 
Hills, as Henry sat there and was indeed smiling albeit 
slightly. 

For Henry, the target is one year maximum; 
however, it is unlikely that a new director would be hired 
before March. He did agree to stay on to assist with the 
transition. 

As for those other recommendations in the 
report. Hills said he disagreed with the reintegration of 
the Facilities Department into the DPW, and the other 
selectmen concurred. 

"I think we worked hard to make a stepping 
stone," said Selectman Randy Parker. "[It] saves the Town 
a ton of money." 

"That was sort of the driving force behind having 
facilities become its own separate entity," said Dawson. 
"The DPW was always operating shorthanded." 

Facilities, while under the DPW, used to be called 
the Carpentry Division. Dawson said those employees 
were often being pulled away for other DPW duties 
like trash collection among others. "I think we worked 
too hard to separate that," Dawson stated. "To reverse 
direction, we would have to go backwards and start that 
all over again." 

And given all the "moving parts" of the DPW, 
added Henry, "That's one that I wouldn't mess with at 
this stage." 

The selectmen did look favorably in passing the 
tree warden's responsibilities onto the DPW as Henry has 
been acting as appointed tree warden for some months 
now. Still, within the job posting it may need mentioning 
"subject to bylaw change." 

The new DPW director will require engineering 
experience, a Class A license, and preferably 10 years - 
suggested by Hills, but could ultimately be a 5 to 7-year 
minimum. The report cites a need for familiarity with 
critical DPW management software systems like work 
orders systems, computerized maintenance management 
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systems, and pavement management systems. 


"Another important skill ... will be a comfort with 
data and budgets," the report recommends. "These will 
be critical in making the case for sufficient resources to get 
the work done, both locally and in getting state funding 
and other grants ... [and] the need to be experience [sic] 
with long-term planning and strategic thinking, given the 
number of major challenges facing the Department and 
the Town in coming years. 

"Connected to that will be a need for very strong 
communications skills ... critical to the future success 
of the Department," the report also suggests. "This 
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includes ensuring that all of the various departments, 
boards, and committees are on the same page, as well as 
communicating the challenges the Department and the 
Town are facing to internal and external stakeholders." 

In addition to the aforementioned 
recommendations, the report also suggests the DPW's 
Highway Division lacks a clearly-defined mission and 
responsibilities "leading to mission creep and to a major 
disconnect between the appearance of the staffing 
and resources and actual capacity," the report states. 

It recommends clarifying its mission and employees' 
duties, analyzing the finances and operations of waste 
collection and disposal and recycling to devise a program 
to recapture and redirect labor hours to reduce a backlog 
of DPW work, and review services Highway provides 
the Carver Marion Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal 
District to ensure the Town is properly reimbursed. 

The report lists other findings outside the scope 
of organizational structure, including the need for more 
modern technology over on Benson Brook Road where 
the facility is located - for example, an electronic time¬ 
tracking system. Also, the DPW needs a pavement 
management plan, its own capital improvement plan to 
include vehicle and facility replacement, and an annual 
work plan for each functional area. 

"[Another] finding is that purchasing and 
procurement procedures have been relatively informal 
historically in the DPW," the report states. "To address 
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123 Fairhaven Road, 
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this the Town [should] formalize purchasing and 
procurement procedures within the DPW, consider joining 
a regional purchasing group, such as the Southeastern 
Regional Services Group, and periodically consider 
advertising engineering consulting contracts to ensure 
competitive pricing and reduce complacency." 

Also, snow and ice removal practices should be 
evaluated with an emphasis on increased education and 
training around snow and ice operations, the study found. 

One other recommendation selectmen liked was 
for a DPW office manager position. 

"An office manager makes an awful lot of sense," 
said Dawson. "I see it as sort of a non-union position, 
almost like a managerial position." 
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The study group also reviewed Town bylaws, 
visited the facilities, and researched best practices, finding 
some of the Town's bylaws are "well-organized but 
light on structure-related information," most notably the 
absence of any mention of a town administrator except 
for once for a "trivial role in consultation with the Town 
Clerk on the codification of the bylaws themselves." 

According to the report, the town administrator's 
authority is derived from Chapter 41, Section 23a of 
the Massachusetts General Laws, which provides 
the authority for the Board of Selectmen to delegate 
responsibilities to an executive secretary or town 
administrator. 

The bylaws also do not mention a tree warden, 
cemetery commission, parks and trees committee, or 
water commission. 

"The same minimal statutory framework that 
may have been well-suited to the operations in the 
past is now partially responsible for a lack of clarity 
among various boards, committees, and officials who is 
responsible for what and who reports to whom," states 
the report. "This leads to confusion, miscommunication, 
and frustration about where responsibility lies and why 
particular work does not get done in a timely manner or 
at all." 

As the board, with the help of a professional 
recruiter, prepares to advertise for Dawson's position as 
he retires in March, the board must consider if a bylaw 
change is appropriate to specify the scope of the authority 
and expectations of a new town administrator. That, 
however, would require a Town Meeting vote in May, 
two months after Dawson leaves. In the meantime, the 
board may choose language from Mattapoisett's town 
administrator bylaw in its job description advertisement. 

"I'm not in favor of changing any bylaws at this 
point," said Parker. 

"I don't think the timing works for the bylaw," 
said Selectman Jon Waterman. 

"I think what you're talking about can pretty 
much be done in a job description," said Dawson. 

The board will advertise for a seven-member 
hiring subcommittee for Dawson's position, comprised of

one selectman, one department head, a town employee, 
one town committee/board member, and three residents. 

A regular meeting of the selectmen was 
scheduled for Tuesday, December 4, at 11:30 am before 
press time. 

Board Keeping with Statute in Dog Case 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The owner of a dog that the Marion Board of 
Selectmen determined as dangerous during a recent dog 
hearing was denied her request to modify one of the 
orders selectmen issued pertaining to a securely enclosed 
outdoor locked pen or dog run. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson told selectmen 
on December 4 that Jennifer MacDonald, owner of a 
large dog involved in a prior dog attack that resulted 
in the death of another dog, sent an email asking if she 
could fence-in the backyard of her property instead of an 
enclosed pen with roof. 

According to Dawson, MacDonald expressed 
that she has no intention of ever leaving "Stella," a 
mastiff rescue dog, unsupervised outside in the fenced-in 
backyard. 

Selectman Randy Parker, referring to the State's 
dangerous dog laws, said it was unfortunate that the 
statute does not give guidance on an appropriate fence 
height for a dog enclosure, given that it mandates it 
should be enclosed by a roof. 

"What bothers me a little bit is a 'mesh fence,"' 
said Parker, which MacDonald references in her email. 

"I mean, this is a big dog." He referenced the Town's 
Zoning Bylaw that restricts fences to a maximum height 
of six feet, from which he said a dog of Stella's size could 
probably escape. "When you take the roof away you 
don't have any height restriction." 

To exceed the 6-foot maximum, MacDonald 
would have to appeal to the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Norm Hills 
pointed out that the order was issued to MacDonald 
"over a month ago" (October 16), saying, "I'm not sure if 
we want to negotiate." 

The board agreed that the language in the order, 
which selectmen took directly from the State's statute, 
specified that the enclosure must have a roof for a reason. 
Also, any changes to an ensuing order would have to be 
done in another dog hearing at a subsequent date, which 
the board decided to forego. 

"I guess I'm not inclined to change it," said Hills. 

"Nor am I," Parker added. 

"It's also an issue of precedent," said Selectman 
Jon Waterman. 

Also during the meeting, satisfied with its job 
description and desired qualifications for the Department 
of Public Works director position, the board voted to post 
the position and open it to applicants until a cutoff date of 
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December 21. 

The board discussed this position as well as the 
one Dawson will leave vacant when he retires as town 
administrator in March of 2019. 

Dawson cautioned the board to do its due 
diligence when devising a pay scale for the new DPW 
director due to the specific education and qualifications 
the board desires in a candidate. 

The same goes for the town administrator 
position, Dawson said. 

If you want to attract a qualified candidate and 
expect to keep them for any length of time, I think you're 
going to have to be prepared (for a higher pay scale)," 
said Dawson. 

The town administrator position, as well as 
selecting a professional recruiter to assist in finding a 
candidate, will be added to the agenda for the December 
11 Board of Selectmen's meeting. 

The classification hearing with the Board of 
Assessors was continued a second time until another 
special meeting scheduled for December 11. 

According to Dawson, the reason for the 
continued delay lies with the Department of Revenue in 
its process of approving the new property values. 

"Finally, as of yesterday afternoon, the 
Department of Revenue has approved the values," 
Dawson said. "We're good to go, but not today," he 
added, saying that once the DOR approves the values, a 



five-day notification period must follow. 

The hearing will take place on December 11 at 
4:45 pm at the Marion Town House. 

The next regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen has been scheduled for December 18 at 7:00 pm 
at the Marion Town House. 

Property Tax Rises Twenty Cents 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

On December 4, the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen met with Principal Assessor Kathleen Costello 
for the 2019 tax reclassification hearing. 

The "big news", Costello said, was "the robust 
new growth - a figure thanks in part to solar PILOT 
programs." 

Costello pegged the real and personal property 
assessed value in Mattapoisett at $1,722,696,813, an 
increase of 2.3% over fiscal year 2018. 

The average single-family home for FY2019 was 
assessed at $484,356, and the total revenue raised by both 
tax and non-tax sources for FY2019 is $34,653,529, an 
increase of 4.8 percent from FY2018. 

In defense of maintaining a single-rate tax base 
for both residential and commercial real estate, Costello 
said the homeowner would not benefit from a split 
tax rate, and asked the selectmen to vote for a modest 
increase of 20 cents or an increase of 1.5%, bringing the 
rate per $1,000 in assessed value to $13.02. 

Costello reported that, with only 6.7% of all 
properties falling into a commercial or industrial category, 
"Even the maximum allowable tax shift to these classes 
produces a relatively negligible decrease in the tax 
burden for the residential property class." 

At the same time, the tax burden on those 
businesses would go up $19.83 per $1,000 in assessed 
value, she calculated. 

Regarding the solar PILOT programs. Selectman 
Paul Silva asked how much revenue those programs had 
generated thus far. Costello estimated that, to date, the 
Town had received $160,000. 

"It's good business in this town and doesn't 
impact schools or other services," said Costello. 

The selectmen unanimously moved to set the 
new rate at $13.02. 

The selectmen then adjourned the hearing and 
moved into their regular meeting agenda that included 
a meeting with members of the Marine Advisory Board 
(MAB) and Harbormaster Jill Simmons. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Jordan Collyer 
asked the MAB to move forward with studies on various 
aspects of the Waterfront Enterprise and the duties of the 
harbormaster. 

"Now is the time to look at the waterfront 
before we start to make pavements on boats and other 
equipment," said Silva. He said he wanted a hard look at 
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what the Town was paying employees working in various 
waterfront positions to ensure the Town could attract 
qualified people. He was also strident in his opinion that, 
"The money collected from boaters should go back to the 
boaters," in terms of services. He asked for a five-year 
capital plan. 

MAB Chairman Carlos DeSousa noted that the 
sinkholes on the wharves needed to be addressed, with 
Silva replying that costs associated with piers should be 
viewed as a shared cost, not one exclusively carried by the 
Waterfront Enterprise. 

Collyer said that money to fund various needs of 
the historic seaside site could come from three sources: 
the Waterfront Enterprise, general fund or free cash 
borrowing, and from the Community Preservation Act. 

"There are three parts to this study," Silva told 
MAB members. "Number one is operations, number two 
is capital needs to support operations, and number three 
the repairs to Long Wharf." 

On the issue of staffing, the selectmen asked 
that the MAB look to whether or not the Town needed 
a full-time harbormaster and, if so, what the duties of 
that position would be. They also asked that summer 
hour staffing be increased, at least from July 4 through 
Labor Day with hours possibly as early as 6:00 am and 
extending until 9:00 pm seven days a week. 

There was also some discussion regarding the 
BIG grant, which stands for Boating Infrastructure Grant 
program, an estimated $240,000 that the Town hopes to 
secure. 

The fund receives money from the Sport Fish 
Restoration and Boating Trust Fund that collects cash 
from excise taxes paid on fishing equipment, motorboats, 
small engine fuel, and import duties. The U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service is also involved in the two-tier grant 
process. 

Back in May, Town Administrator Mike Gagne 
told The Wanderer that the official word received in his 
office was that Mattapoisett would receive $160,000 in 
BIG grant money. At that time, he said, "The money is 
to be used for building more transient space that would 
allow visiting boaters to come into Mattapoisett, tie up. 
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and visit our town and businesses." 

Now, the board has asked the MAB to return to 
the selectman by March 1 with the latest information it 
requested. 

In other business, the board announced the 
13th annual Holiday in the Park event will take place 
on Saturday, December 8. Along with free food, games, 
and entertainment, Santa will arrive via fire engine, 
and the tree lighting will take place at dusk. The entire 
community will get into the holiday spirit that day 
when activities begin at 9:00 am with the Mattapoisett 
Congregational Church Holiday Fair, followed by the 
Historical Society's Holiday Arts and Crafts Fair at 1:00 
pm. The Mattapoisett Library will also get in on the fun 
with music, stories, snacks, and ornament making. Boy 
Scout Troop 53 will be selling holiday wreaths in front of 
Town Hall between 1:00 pm - 3:00 pm while serving hot 
chocolate. 

A request for donations of gently-used clothing, 
blankets, sleeping bags, and new winter socks is new this 
year. The Mattapoisett Lion's Club will also be collecting 
new unwrapped toys and canned goods.

'Soft' Recycling Start Delayed

The next free textile and soft recyclables program 
in Rochester has been postponed until January 18 due to 
some unspecified extenuating circumstances, Rochester 
Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar told the Board of 
Selectmen on December 3. 

The company. Simple Recycling, owned by 
WasteZero, will be mailing residents information 
about the service and the pink plastic bags they will be 
supplying residents to fill with textiles, clothing, shoes, 
purses, and other soft materials. 

Simple Recycling will collect the bags, along 
with other small items like electronics, appliances, and 
furniture - items under 50 pounds that one person can 
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handle alone - along the same regular recycling route on 
the designated recycling day and week. 

Participation is voluntary, and the service that is 
provided to the town at no cost is expected to decrease 
solid waste disposal fees to some degree, given that 
residents can now recycle these materials in a convenient 
manner rather than throw them away. 

Also during the meeting, the board voted on the 
Town's right of first refusal for a Chapter 61A 5.86-acre 
agricultural property on Snipatuit Road. 

"The Conservation Commission and the Planning 
Board both recommend that we pass on our right of 
first refusal and let the sale go through," said Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Greenwood "Woody" Hartley. 

In other matters, SEMASS's monthly payment 
in lieu of taxes (PILOT) amount reached $373,850 this 
month, making it what Szyndlar call "a good month." 

"That's probably the highest I've seen it," 
Szyndlar commented. 

"Keep it up, SEMASS," said Hartley. 

The Town has received $5,000 in funding to 
purchase a new work safety trailer, provided by the 
Massachusetts Interlocal Insurance Association (MilA). 
Szyndlar said Facilities Manager Andrew Daniel procured 
the grant money and congratulated him on a job well 
done. 

"He's very excited about that," said Szyndlar.

Tree Clearing Derails Solar Farm in Marion

The Marion Planning Board arrived prepared to 
articulate its definition of "large-scale tree clearing" as it 
relates to the Town's solar bylaw. The developer of the 
proposed solar farm in turn attended the public hearing 
on December 3 accompanied by his attorney. 

Attorney George Kiritsy, on behalf of applicant 
ZPT Energy, pointed out that he had attempted to meet

with Town officials to no avail, and then laid out his 
client's case for the controversial solar array field. He 
made the argument that Massachusetts has declared solar 
energy development a priority use and; therefore, could 
not be prohibited or unreasonably restricted. Kiritsy cited 
the Massachusetts General Law that states "No zoning 
ordinance or bylaw shall prohibit or unreasonably regulate 
the installation of solar energy systems or the building 
of structures that facilitate the collection of solar energy, 
except where necessary to protect the public health, safety, 
or welfare." Kiritsy maintained that there was nothing 
about the Town bylaws section regarding large-scale tree 
clearing that related to public health, safety, or welfare. He 
stated that the tree clearing on the parcel was reasonable 
for the project contemplated for the site, and argued that 
the proposed clearing was the minimum required to create 
a successful project. Consequently, he contended the board 
could not deny the project on the basis that the proponent 
was proposing large-scale clearing. 

Board member Norm Hills reminded Kiritsy that 
the proposal was to clear 18 acres of the 22-acre parcel, 
not the 65 acres the attorney mentioned. In addition. Hills 
reminded him that the bylaw had been approved by the 
Attorney General, and the Town had designated a solar 
district. 


Chairman Will Saltonstall defined the parameters 
of the board's work this evening, saying, "Town counsel's 
advice was [that] the Planning Board had the authority to 
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determine what [was large-scale] tree clearing." He went 
on to say that the board's job is to react to the proposal 
before them, not the broader question of what is the 
definition of large-scale for the bylaw as a whole. 

Vice Chairman Stephen Kokkins weighed in, 
saying that the concept of large-scale is contextual, and a 
significant motive for the voters approving this bylaw was 
the paragraph restricting clearing in a residential zone. 

Kiritsy responded by saying it is unreasonable 
to disallow clearing for solar, adding that trees are 
compatible to residential housing. 

Board member Andrew Daniel had spoken with 
other towns, and noted that 20 acres was large scale, 
irrespective of the town. Daniel spoke strongly in support 
of respecting the voter's decision to approve this bylaw 
and reminded the applicant that he had warned them 
early in the process that there was a good chance it would 
not be approved. Member Kristen Saint Don-Campbell 
agreed with Daniel, saying she could not "rectify 18 acres 
of clearing in town, and at that location." 

"I have a lot of thoughts," began member Eileen 
Marum, who was the sole member who spoke in favor of 
the project this evening. Marum acknowledged that the 
state has made solar energy development a priority. She 
asserted that a solar farm must be on a site with no trees, 
illustrating her argument by saying, "It's like saying you 
can have a pool, but can't dig in the ground!" 

Don-Campbell countered this argument. 


observing that there are places in town that have no trees 
already, such as farmland. She also noted that the idea of 
protecting the welfare of the community, as stated in the 
law cited by Marum, can be interpreted many different 
ways. Marum concluded by saying "I don't see how we 
can possibly stop this solar farm from coming in." 

After the board hesitated assigning a number or 
formula for the definition of large scale, Kiritsy retorted 
"You leave a landowner guessing." Saltonstall replied, 
"We are not even close here." Kiritsy reiterated that the 
site could be cleared for houses, to which Saltonstall 
replied "[That's] irrelevant - the reason [large-scale 
clearing] was placed in the bylaw was to protect the 
character of the residential area." Kokkins, who was 
one of the original drafters of the bylaw, said the bylaw 
laid out a philosophy, and was not intended to prohibit 
solar development outright. Kokkins went on to say 
"[We] thought [solar farms] would be more useful and 
acceptable if they were on land already cleared ... mined 
land, a landfill." 

Dave Davignon, the engineer for the proposal, 
raised a number of hypothetical questions for the board. 
He began by saying that the Town bylaws do not prohibit 
clear cutting in general, and posed a question to the 
board: If the proposal was withdrawn, and the landowner 
cleared the land - could he come back then and re¬ 
apply? Can the landowner plant corn next spring and 
then come in and apply? Davignon questioned the board 
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"At what point does your bylaw have teeth?" Kokkins 
acknowledged the flaws in the bylaw, but asserted that 
the board must work with the laws as written, and "Do 
our best to interpret the intent of the bylaw." 

The board closed the public hearing, and voted 
to deny the Special Permit and Site Plan Review, with 
Marum as the only dissenting vote, on the basis that it did 
not comply with the section of the bylaw regarding large- 
scale tree clearing. Marum defended her vote by saying 
"Massachusetts law over rules our bylaw." 

In other business, the board considered the 
request by the ZBA to submit comments on the proposal 
of Mark Ross and Margot Mims to raze a structure and 
rebuild on a parcel at 195C Converse Road. Saltonstall 


observed that the intent of the applicants was reasonable, 
but that the job of the board was to inform the ZBA that 
the applicant had used a section of the bylaw that was no 
longer relevant. The board voted to send a letter to that 
effect. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for Monday, December 17, 2018 at 7:00 pm in 
the Marion Town House. 

Board Settles on Property for Surety, Not Cash 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

It was soon apparent on December 3 that the 
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members of the Mattapoisett Planning Board were not in 
agreement on what had previously been decided as an 
acceptable surety for the controversial Snow Field Estates 
subdivision when engineer David Davignon, flanked by 
Attorney John Mathieu, stepped forward. 

The agenda for the evening's meeting listed 
the project as "Sign Form C and Decision for Definitive 
Subdivision Plan", but as Davignon began to discuss 
the documents needing the board's positive vote, board 
member Janice Robbins asked what the surety would 
be. That immediately prompted Mathieu to defend his 
client's right to use the two lots of the subdivision as 
surety for the driveway covenant, not a cash sum. 

"I'm at a loss to understand why a surety and

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not just the two lots being held [is acceptable]," he said. 
"Holding the lots, that should be sufficient. If that is 
chosen, then there is no surety necessary." 

But Robbins insisted that the Planning Board 
could impose a cash surety as well as holding the two lots. 

"The Planning Board can impose a condition," 
said Robbins. She said that if lots were held as the sole 
guarantee that a developer would complete the work, 
then no developer would ante up cash. 

Mathieu countered that developers use lots 
in lieu of cash so that the monies can be used to fund 
construction. Mathieu also stated that his client did 
not have legal representation during earlier Planning 
Board hearings and thus didn't understand what he 
was agreeing to when cash surety had been previously 
discussed. 

There ensued discussion of the intent of the state 
statutes with regard to language that seemed to allow 
Planning Boards to hold lots and request cash sureties, 
with Robbins saying that the statute would not have 
options if it were otherwise. 

From there, Robbins and Mathieu sparred over 
whether or not the Planning Board had jurisdiction over 
certain wetlands-related aspects of the project as Robbins 
asserted that the sensitivity of the project that traverses 
a large wetland area made it necessary for the Planning 
Board to ensure the project was completed - in this case, 
the driveway. 
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"He may not build this right away," said Mathieu. 
"I don't believe you can reject a plan. ... You're either 
holding all the lots or you're asking for surety ... He's 
offering the lots." 

Robbins replied, "You're saying the Planning 
Board has no choice. ... It's a matter of performance. ... 
The surety is what's going to get it done." 

Chairman Tom Tucker reminded all that the 
roadway in question was not a road at all but a driveway 
and, as such, the Planning Board did not have authority 
over its construction, with Mathieu adding, "You can't go 
in and finish the road. ... You're holding the lots ... [and] 
you have no jurisdiction over wetlands." 

But Robbins was steadfast in that, absent a cash 
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surety, the driveway may not be completed and might 
negatively alter the wetlands and never get done. 

"He can mess things up royally," Robbins said. 

Davignon said that various state agencies were 
involved in the wetlands aspects of the project and 
maintained that the Town's own counsel had confirmed 
that the developer could elect either to have the lots held 
pending driveway completion or provide a cash surety, 
but not both. 

"We've been working on this project for well 
over a year," Davignon stated. "Abutters were doing 
everything to stop it. ... Now, at the last minute, we are 
being thrown into a corner." 

Planning Board member Nathan Ketchell said 
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that the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) was involved, an oversight agency he 
believed would hold the developer accountable. Davignon 
concurred. 

"The DEP has tens of thousands of dollars, they 
have a staff and the funds," said Davignon. "You have to 
follow the plan. ... To do otherwise would be suicide." 
Davignon told Robbins, "When it comes to wetlands 
crossings you are overstepping your jurisdiction." 

In the end, the covenant language was amended 
to reflect that the lots would be used as the sole surety for 
the building of the driveway in a favorable vote of 4-1. 

In other business, the Planning Board received 
an email from Prime Engineering representing Scott 
Snow's application for a Form C Definitive Subdivision 
Plan for a project located off Prospect Road known as 
Eldridge Estates. The email requested a continuance until 
December 17. But Ketchell took exception to the email that 
he contented seemed more like a statement of fact versus a 
request. 

Ketchell, along with the other board members, 
speculated as to why the applicant, who first came 
before the board months earlier with a conceptual idea 
for the property, had failed so far to produce a real plan. 
The conversation centered on the number of lots being 
considered, but in the absence of a representative to clarify 
matters or supporting documents, the board was left at a 
loss to know how to move forward. Ketchell believed the 
applicant needed to start over with a new filing. 

Tucker suggested and all agreed that the 
applicant's email for a continuance could be granted, but 
that Snow needed to appear at the December 17 meeting 
to update the board. 

In other matters, the board members sliced 
up a draft for new section for Sub-division Rules and 
Regulations with a plan to revisit the editing process at a 
future meeting. Planning Board Administrator Mary Crain 
said that the draft document had been modeled after the 
one currently being used by the Town of Rochester, her 
former employer, and had been thoroughly vetted by 
that town's peer review consultant Ken Motta of Field 
Engineering. Robbins asked if Mattapoisett would use its

Land Trust Returns to Drawing Board 

Marion Conservation Commission

Rather than have the Marion Conservation 
Commission possibly issue a Positive determination 
on November 28, Sippican Lands Trust (SLT) Executive 
Director Jim Bride requested a continuance so that he may 
rework his Request for Determination of Applicability 
proposal. 

At issue is a path from Delano Road to Brainard 
Marsh, which the SLT owns and maintains for public 
access to the beach. 

Bride proposed to the commission that the SLT 
install .5-inch to .75-inch gravel to the existing 3-foot 
wide path for approximately 320 feet of its length. This 
would make the path more reliably useable for the many 
members of the public who walk this path. Bride said. 

The contractor is donating his labor to the project. 

Commission Chairman Jeff Doubrava expressed 
his concern that the SLT would be filling wetlands, and 
that the wetland line had not been delineated. Doubrava 
also suggested using woodchips instead of gravel.

Bride countered that the stone would be 
permanent and make the path more user-friendly. 

While Doubrava acknowledged that the property 
was well-used and the project well-intentioned, he said 
he would be more in favor of a temporary solution, that if 
left alone "would heal itself." 

Commission member Shaun Walsh inquired 
whether the SLT had considered a raised path or 
boardwalk. Bride thought the tides and weather could 
wash the structures away, and said he felt the water 
would pass through gravel better. Walsh noted the lack of 
a site plan describing the project, which he said "gives me 
pause." 

"If we don't have something in writing, then 
in the future we won't know if it's gone beyond," said 
Walsh. "It sets a precedent, and as fine as Sippican Lands 
Trust is, we can't treat the land trust different than a 
private landowner." 

Member Joel Hartley observed that any project 
that fills a wetland requires a Notice of Intent, and 
questioned if this was a good project in any case. 

Walsh suggested the land trust consider 
designing boardwalks for the wettest spots, which would 
be less impactful to the wetlands. 

Member Cynthia Callow said she believed in the 
public access provided by the path, but hesitated allowing 
the SLT to permanently alter wetlands when there were 
possible alternatives. 
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Doubrava summarized his feelings, saying, "Rules 
have to apply to everybody, or they apply to nobody." 

Bride requested a continuance to explore 
alternative solutions. 

David Davignon, of N. Douglas Schneider & 
Associates presented a Request for Determination of 
Applicability for a parcel on Oakdale Avenue. Davignon 
was seeking a determination that the parcel, owned 
by William Knight, did not contain any jurisdictional 
wetlands. Davignon asked that the commission refer to a 
report he provided by LEC Environmental which stated 
that the parcel was a jurisdictional resource area, "land 
subject to coastal storm flowage," but there was no other 
jurisdictional wetland. 

There was a brief discussion regarding a pipe 
that may connect the isolated wetland on the parcel to a 
retention pond off the property, which Hartley thought 
could make it a jurisdictional wetland. It was unclear 
where the pipe, which the commission did not see but was 
mentioned in the report, drained. 

Davignon assured the commission that the new 
structure contemplated on the parcel, which was not part 
of this application, would be pushed back out of the V-zone 
and that a Notice of Intent would be filed for any work on 
the parcel. 

As the commission contemplated their 
determination for this proposal, Walsh stumbled over the 
semantics of the request. The report by the applicant's 
consultant stated there was a jurisdictional resource area, 
"land subject to coastal storm flowage," which covers the 
whole parcel. But Davignon was making the case that there 
were no jurisdictional wetlands, since land subject to storm 
flowage is not a wetland per se. 

After some back and forth, the commission issued 
a Positive determination that the entire parcel was subject 
to the Wetlands Protection Act due to the wetland resource 
area, but that there were indeed no other jurisdictional 
wetlands on the property. 

In other matters, at Doubrava's urging, the 
commission decided to lift the Enforcement Order with 
the Town at the Washburn Park skating park, which has 
"healed itself," Doubrava said. 

The commission also decided to reach out to the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
to ask someone to visit the site at Indian Cove Road to sort 
out the discrepancies in the Chapter 91 license. They are 
attempting to determine if a Chapter 91 license exists for 
the stone revetment and floats and ramps that exist at the 
site, both in Marion and Mattapoisett. 

Doubrava also suggested the commission issue an 
Enforcement Order to Mark Ross at 195C Converse Road 
for the mowing in the wetland area that Ross admitted 
to doing, and his intention to continue to do. Walsh was 
hesitant to do so, with no direct knowledge that the area 
had been recently mowed. He suggested that instead the 
commission issue a letter putting Ross on notice and that 
the commission should monitor the property. 
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In other business, the commission issued a 
Negative determination to the work proposed by Bret 
and Deborah Bokelkamp to upgrade their existing septic 
system at 50 Old Knoll Road. However, the commission 
issued a Positive determination regarding the wetland 
line, saying the line must be reevaluated if there is future 
work contemplated on this parcel. 

The commission issued a Negative determination 
for the proposal by Mark Rodriques at 1 Holly Pond Road 
to replace a failed septic system, provided the proponents 
install siltation barriers along the edge of the road. 

Michael Variejka, represented by Brian Grady at 
GAF Engineering, filed a Notice of Intent to remove trees 
and shrubs in preparation for future work on the parcel 
at 122 Register Road. Depending on the location of the 
mature trees to be removed, the commission may ask 
the stumps to be ground down instead of removed. The 
hearing was continued due to a lack of a DEP file number. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for December 12 at 7:00 pm at 
the Marion Town House. 

Tabor Files Lawsuit Against ZBA

Tabor Academy filed a civil action with the 
Plymouth Superior Court against the Marion Zoning 
Board of Appeals (ZBA) on November 28, while also 
naming each of the eight ZBA members and associate 
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members as defendants. 

The zoning appeal pertains to the ZBA's October 
18 decision to deny the Special Permit Tabor Academy 
requested for five 90-foot tall light towers at the Tabor 
athletics field on the village campus. 

During discussions on September 20, the board 
discussed seeking advice from town counsel of the Dover 
Amendment which, under Massachusetts General Law, 
exempts educational institutions from certain zoning 
restrictions. The Dover Amendment allows for structures 
that are, for example, larger than what is permissible 
under the local zoning regulations, or would otherwise 
be considered "inappropriate" for a neighborhood if the 
facilities are to be used for "educational" purposes. 
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According to the Massachusetts Trial Court 
Electronic Case Access records and confirmed by Zoning 
Enforcement Officer Scott Shippey, the ZBA and its 
individual members currently have two other open 
appeals or complaints filed in the Plymouth County 
Superior Court - one filed by 324 Front Street, JV, LLC, 
owned by Christian Loranger, and one filed by resident 
Peter Douglas. 


School District Seeks $125,000+ in Capital Spending 

Marion School Committee

Superintendent of Schools Doug White told the 
Marion School Committee on November 28 that he and 
District Facilities Director Gene Jones have requested 
funding for two projects from the Marion Capital 
Improvement Committee totaling roughly $125,000. 

The first project is technology infrastructure 
at Sippican School, which comes at an initial cost of 
$102,644. 

"What we're trying to do is to make sure that 
there's an [Internet] access point in each and every room, 
which would then allow every computer to have the 
speed and the ability to use the technology to the best of 
its ability," White said. 

Although the district has requested $102,644 
from the Town, $56,000 would be reimbursed through the 
E-Rate Program. 
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The Federal Communications Commission 
in 2014 adopted the E-Rate Modernization Order that 
expands funding for Wi-Fi networks in schools and 
libraries, ensuring affordable access to high-speed 
Internet. 

White emphasized that unless the project 
is completed this year, the money would become 
unavailable. 

The second request in the amount of $25,000 
would fund a fourth phase of the BCT flooring project at 
Sippican School. 

"We will continue to ask for additional funds 
until the project is complete throughout the building," 
White said. 

White also said he encouraged the Capital 
Improvement Committee to consider supporting the 
Police Department's request to fund the installation of 
Mutualink at the Marion Police Station. According to 
White, Sippican School does have Mutualink installed, 
but, in the case of an emergency, would have to use the 
Mattapoisett Police Station as a resource point. White said. 

"[The committee is] very receptive to what 
we've presented and want to support [us]," said White. 

"It all depends on the funds and the requests of other 
departments and where this falls in their priority list." 

The next meeting of the Marion School 
Committee is scheduled for January 9 at 6:30 pm at 
Sippican School.

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ORR Football Just Misses Super Bowl Win 

High School Sports Update

After making a run through the regular season 
without a loss, followed by a South Sectional Finals- 
winning playoff run. Old Rochester Regional Bulldogs 
came up just shy against North Sectional champion 
Stoneham in the Division 6 Super Bowl at Gillette 
Stadium, losing 26-20. 

The Bulldogs were able to put on a defensive 
performance consistent with those throughout the season. 
The biggest problem on the defensive side for ORR was 
Spartans running back Christos Argyorpoulos who ran 
for 113 yards and a touchdown on 19 carries. 

However, the Bulldogs' defense proved its worth, 
holding the highest scoring team in all of Massachusetts 
well below its average 42 points per game mark. 

"Our defense played great," ORR coach Justin 
Kogler said. "You look at their scores all year, they're the 
highest scoring team in the state, and if we don't give 
them the ball at the end there, we could have held them to 
under 20 points. I'm very proud of our defense." 

Although the offense only posted 20 points in 
the loss, that wasn't exactly the problem either, though 
it wasn't exactly where the Bulldogs wanted it to be. 
Fullback Desmond Dias rushed for 72 yards and a 
score on 14 carries. Quarterback Cole McIntyre threw 
for 166 yards and two touchdowns on 6 of 11 passing. 
Wide receiver Tyler Noe reeled in four of McIntyre's, 
accumulating 94 yards and a touchdown. Tight end 
Adam Breault caught a 45-yard touchdown pass from 
his quarterback, and Bryce Afonso's 25-yard reception 
helped set up Dias's touchdown. 

"Our resiliency and our toughness [is what made 
this team special]," McIntyre said. "We lost some players 
who got hurt and bounced back, grinding and fighting. 
Even in the Super Bowl we were down, we were up, we 
were down, and we were up. We just kept fighting. We 
didn't get the win, but we're still a tough team." 

The offense built a 20-12 lead with 2:28 left in 
the third quarter, but a costly turnover quickly turned 
into a Stoneham score, making it 20-18, the Bulldogs

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infectious diarrhea, one of the world's most deadly 
diseases; and the second in The Netherlands where he 
worked side-by-side with the Royal Dutch Military 
explosives experts. Mild traumatic brain injury (mTBI) 
has become the signature injury in modern warfare.

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Witchy

Suspiria (2018). Starring Dakota Johnson and Tilda 
Swinton. Directed by Luca Guadagnino. Running time: 
152 minutes. MPAA rating: R. In limited theatrical 
release. 

When director Luca Guadagnino says that his 
film Suspiria is less a remake of than an homage to Dario 
Argento's 1977 film of the same name, I believe him. The 
new Suspiria takes the preceding movie's basic premise 
— a young American woman (Dakota Johnson) arrives 
at a German ballet school, and supernatural shenanigans 
follow — and goes very much its own way. Guadagnino 
doesn't attempt Argento's virtuosic reveries of over-the- 
top bloodletting. His film is gory — Suspiria "18 pushes 
the boundaries of an R rating ever further — but he 
doesn't try to replicate Argento's specific showstoppers. 
Instead, he gives us violence rooted in pain and fear. I 
suppose Argento's Suspiria is a sanguinary art bauble, 
high on its own color and soundtrack and ominous mood, 
not built to evoke more than spooky fun; Guadagnino's 
Suspiria , with a straight face, works nothing less than the 
Holocaust into its dark fable. 

This will irritate some, no doubt, but Guadagnino 
is using the language of cinematic horror to inquire into 
the horrors real humans are capable of. I could go on in 
this vein, but I'm doomed to be honest and say that this 
Suspiria has so much under its hood the vehicle barely 
moves. It idles for two hours and change before ramping 
up to Vin Diesel extremes in its last act (there are six, plus 
an epilogue), at which point the art-house crowd may bolt 
for the exit and the horror-flick crowd may have followed 
Morpheus into the land of dreams. Guadagnino and his 
screenwriter David Kajganich meditate on the Germany 
of 1977, a country afraid of its own shadow and scarred 
with the wall that abuts the ballet school. What this has 
to do with witches (who are rumored to run the school) 
isn't clear, though I think the witches take power from 
collective shame and guilt. 

Dakota Johnson continues to be a tabula rasa 
who could, in theory, be a canvas for art in an art-soaked 





movie like this, but isn't. As a dancer she's up there 
among a bunch of professional dancers; as an actress, she 
shares a lot of scenes with Tilda Swinton as the school's 
matriarch (and, swathed in latex, a couple of other 
roles). Swinton, as always, keeps her cool, though as the 
movie ratchets up to a pitch of hysteria not unlike that of 
Hereditary , Swinton meets a fate similar to Toni Collette's 
in that film. The movie is flooded with images of bodily 
mutilation, and after a while one stops charitably seeking 
subtext in the agonies of the flesh and begins to find it 
all just... ugly. Guadagnino's horrors are aggressively 
grotesque, but also easy to shake off; when Argento at his 
peak used violence, the set pieces tended to leave us a bit 
dazed, wondering what had hit us, and it had a pop-art 
pizzazz. It becomes clear that Argento's occult dread came 
from a different, purer section of the horror playbook than 
Guadagnino's does — it isn't tied to historical atrocities in 
a way that commands us to make the connection. 

Guadagnino's fixation on the supposed horrors 
of aged, deformed female flesh starts to make Suspiria 
look schlocky and reactionary. The hero of the movie is 
not the bland Johnson's Susie Bannion, who in any case 
isn't what she seems to be; it's the ancient psychiatrist 
Dr. Klemperer, a man wounded by the Holocaust and 
dedicated to finding out why his patient (Chloe Grace 
Moretz; the movie sorely needed more of her), after 
speaking of witches at the ballet school, disappeared. 
Klemperer, as whoever cares knows by now, is also played 
by Swinton, who under the cloak of make-up allows 
Klemperer a quiet decency. The rest of it is chaos. Some 
will engage with it strongly enough to revisit it several 
times; I found it a chore to get through once, and not just 
because of its distended running time. It's unpleasant; it's 
not entertainment, but its art is mostly on loan.
